DECLARATION. 

By humble inquiry and prayerful consulta¬ 
tion, our minds are led to the following con¬ 
clusions, on several points connected wilh 

this subject, viz: 

1. That we have been a nation about seven¬ 
ty years, and in that time, the number of 

Blares has risen from seven hundred thousand 
to three millions, and the slave States from 
seven to fifteen; and the slave interest has 
grown so arrogant and powerful as openly to 
control the government, and rule or rend the 
great religious organizations of the country. 

8 2. That the Gospel is the chief remedy for 
fhe moral evils which exist among mankind, 
such as intemperance, impurity, covetous¬ 
ness, injustice, fraud, oppression, cruelty, 
war, slavery, &.C.; and that when it is free, 
and properly administered, it will surely re 
move them all, just in proportion as its influ-

That it does not appear from experience, 
that the Gospel removes these evils except as 
it is applied to them, by the direct efforis ol 
ministers and other Christians, by discoun¬ 
tenancing them, and totally Abstaining from 
all participation in them, and faithfully incul¬ 
cating the-opposite virtues. 

4. That in cases, (such, for instance, as 
was the common use and sale of intoxicating 
•liquors,) where the ministers and churches 
have largely participated in the guilt of pi 
■vailing evils, it becines their duty nor. oi 

to withdraw from such participancy, hut 
bear an open and clear testimony against such 
evil; and thence arises a stronger reason why 
they should use all possible efforts, and even 
make greater sacrifices to banish such evil 
from the community, because their own past 
connivance has been one of the causes of its 
continuance and growth. 

5. That during the seventy yeafs we have 
been a nation the Gospel has had, nominally, 
free course, and the means of its application 
have been abundant, in the number of minis¬ 
ters and churches, the facilities of intercourse, 
the use of the press, &c.; and yet that the 
evil of slavery has increased more than four¬ 
fold; and its power of mischief and ihe diffi¬ 
culties of its removal in a much greater ratio; 
and the ministers and churches of all denom¬ 
inations, over one half of this republic, have 
freely participated in it; ami that the ' ' 
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of all t

one who has not borne a faithful testimony 
against it, or who has omitted anything in his 
power to prevail on his brethren to do their 
duty. 

6. That the greatness of the evil is fear¬ 
fully aggravated by the reproach that has fall¬ 
en upon the gospel itself—first, that with all 
its advantages in this country, it has not abol¬ 
ished slavery—and secondly, that it is openly 
claimed that the Gospel is favorable to the 
system itself. 

7. That the cruel sufferings of three mil¬ 
lions of our fellow-countrymen, very many of 
them our fellow-ministers and cburch-inem- 
bers, deprived of every one of their rights, 
forbidden to read the Bible and to keep the 
commandments of God, and subject to every 
possible outrage on their concierices and feel¬ 
ings, ought to arouse every American Chris¬ 
tian to a sense of his responsibility, for the 
continuance of slavery, and awaken an unal¬ 
terable determination now to do all that is 
lawfully in our power to put an end to the 
whole system, without further allowance or 
compromise. 

8. That “we are verily guilty concerning 
°ur (enslaved) brother, in that we saw (or 
oughtto have known) the anguish of his soul, 
when he besought us, that yve would not 
■hear;”—and for the part that each one of us 
has had in allowing, or aiding, or consenting 
to the continuance of slavery, we ought indi¬ 
vidually to exercise a deep and intelligent 
repentance, before God, and to seek his for¬ 
giveness and that of our injured brethren. 

9 - That no sight could be more pleasing to 
"od, more honorable to the Christian religion, 
toore cheering to the slave, more hopeful for 
the universal extension of Chrisi’s kingdom 
® a earth, than to see the ministers and church- 
■tietnbers of this land openly bowing down

PLEDGE. 

Holding these sentiment, we feel now called 
upon in the fear of Cod, and humbly relying 
hl * t0 pledgeourselves to one another 
enslaved breillren, to our country, and 
1, that we will make active and perse¬ 
vering efforts for the speedy and peaceful 
abolition of slavery a prominent part of our 
religious duty; that vve will use every means 
and bear every sacrifice for it which wisdom 
dictates and religion sanctions; that we will 
suspend or postpone other cherished objects 
which may stand in the way of this; that 
vill act together as brethren, so far as we 
igreed on I his subject, leaving all that is p Q c. 
o be settled between each individual and his 
Maker; that we will make the cause oft 
Emancipation our own cause and labor in ii 
as God may give us ability aud opportunity 
whoever else may help or hinder, and whaV 
ever others may do or leave undone, for or 
against it; that vve will never consider enough 
done while more remains which we can do; 
but will do all that is lawfully in our power, 
individually and Collectively, in every capa¬ 
city and relation, expecting to do continually 
more and more, until the fetters are knocked 
from the’ limbs of the last slave in our coun¬ 
try, and the honor of the Gospel is fully vin¬ 
dicated, ns the remedy for slavery, and the 
of civil liberty as well as of eternal 
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life. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

1. Resolved, That all the religious papers 
which circulate in Massachusetts, he respect¬ 
fully requested to publish the .actsol'this con¬ 
vention. 

2. Resolved, That the above Declaration 
and Pledge be recommended for consideration 
and adopted by all Christian Societies; not 
only churches, but Bible, Tract, Missionary 
aud other benevolent Societies, who ha' 
properly in their power to do anything ii 
of tbs cause of Emancipation. 

3. Resolved, That a Standing Committee 
seven persons be now appointed, to pi 
tte the object of this convention, purlieuh 

ly by holding county and other meetings of 
similar -character, composed of ministers a 
church members without distinction .of si 
>r party; and bringing the subject approp.. 
itcly before the different ecclesiastical and 
eljgious bodies throughout the Common¬ 
wealth. 

Resolved, That this Committee be i 
thorized to prepare an appeal to all who p 
fess the religion of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
the subject of American Slavery, urging upon 
them the accomplishment m. two things: 

clear the religion of the Bible from 
the reproach which has been brought upon 
by a connivance with slarery on the part of 
many who have professed it. 

Secondly, to bring religion by every legiti- 
ate means within its reach, to bear upon 
at sin of our Nation.

The Watchman of the Valley, Jan. 29th, 
ports a meeting held at Lane Seminary 
Chapel, at which Rev. Dr. Scudder, more 
than 20 years a missionary among the heathen 
of Asia, made some important statements on 
the condition of India. Especially we notice 
his remarks on caste, and the mistake w hich 
the missionaries had committed in allowing 
te into the church. Dr. S. said, 
reported in the Watchman: 

"Caste is one of the most formidable obsta- 
i which the mia-ionary has to encounter. 
Dr Scudder is convinced' that they erred at 
first, in granting any toleration to this absurd¬ 
ity. They ought to have required every can¬ 
didate for the church to renounce it. It is 
now much more difficult to break it down, 
and more difficult, too, to establish right prin¬ 
ciples on the subject, than if they had begun 
right. One of the missionaries—Mr. V" 
low, we think—had lately taken the 
stand, aud excluded it altogether from his 
hureb. All the missionaries required theii 
communicants to renounce it so far as tc 
[ether at the same communion table.” 
see not why Dr. Scudder’s principle 
does not apply in its full force to slavery, 
which, as the Watchman remarks, creates 
“a caste far more inexorable thali that of | 
India.” Beginning right may be attended 
with serious difficulties, but they will always 
be less than the difficulty of gelling light,

in 1S17, and launched in 1820, the Delaware 
was commenced in 1817, and launched in Oc- 
tnhpr 1821; the North Carolina was com¬ 
menced in 1818 nnd launched in 1821; the 
Pennsylvania was commenced in 1821, and 
launched in 1837. 


ahead, and do what is to be done themselves. 

Well—this is ail that is needed in the case 
of any evil. The same resoluteness of pur¬ 
pose and directness of action would mnedy 
it without difficulty. Take the case of auy 
tyranny. Why does it exist? Simply be¬ 
cause the people tolerate it. The old Saw 
says, tyranny sways, not as it hsth power, 
but. as it is suffered, aud it is true in letter 
and spirit. Sufferance is what continues it. 
One bold move—one.general and brave speak¬ 
ing out—by the people, would .scatter it like 
chaff. Wherefore, then, stand mouthing 
tyranny, when blows are demanded? Why 
send forth sickly complaints, when we should 
deal in the sternest action? 

Or look again at the subject of Slavery.— 
There is scarcely one man in every ten, who 
lament it as an evil—who won’t admit 
that is wrong—and who won’t :go farther and 
;he sooner it is done away with the bet- 
But what do they ? It is clear if they 
acted out these thoughts of theirs, that the 
thing itself would fall by the very moral force' 
of these thoughts. And are they given 
tongue to, in this spirit and for this end?— 
Alas! the people who talk thus, too often 
dally nicely with words, and allow their fears 
to make traitors of them, 'i hey see the right; 
but dare not pursue it. What are they, then, 

. hut upholders of the very evil of 
which they complain—cowardly sustainers of 
- wrong, which in their hearts they hate, and 
ith their lips condemn? 

Good citizens will have to examine this 
subject with closer scrutiny, ami a more fear¬ 
less eye, if now, or hereafter, they would be 
set down as among those who did their duty. 
“Oh,” say they, “there is danger in agitating 
this question of Slavery.” Granted. And 
what good was ever attained without danger? 
What one great reform, from the death of | 
our Saviour ou the cross, to the latest on rec¬ 
ord, was ever accomplished without it? “Out 
of this nettle, danger, we pluck this flower, 
safety.” And there is no difficulty in doing 
it. Away, then, with all such excuse, and 
avow the fact at once, that it is fear, interest, 
expediency, or some other selfish motive,that 
makes you drop your hand when your heart 
tells you that it should be raised against a 
crying and monstrous evil. 

“But,”continue faint hearted men, “we do 
not see our way clear.” And why not? Have 
not other States preceded ours on the ques¬ 
tion of emancipation? Are not the ways and 
means open to all? A simple ate, a vote at 
the ballot box—falling light as the snow-flake 
—would do the work, is there any mystery 
here—any need of stumbling—ally difficulty 
whatever in seeing or finding the way? The 
law says now, that Slavery is legal. We 
obey it, as we ought to do. But we meet to¬ 
gether, and by constitutional process, decree, 
that that law shall be changed, and it is done. 
Who among those, that declare Slavery 
an evil, will grapple with the question it 
manly style? Who, standing up to theii 
victions, will fight the good fight in a 
faith? They who fail to do this, while de¬ 
nouncing Slavery, may have the “voice of 
lions, but they have the action of hares.”— 
They are recreant to their own consciences, 
and to every higher duty, and there is no ex¬ 
cuse for them. 


rongs they themselves have done him, by 
silently conniving so long at the continuance 
of his misery. Read the several series of es¬ 
says that are published in many of our relig¬ 
ious newspapers—in the New York Evangel¬ 
ist, the Observer, the Recorder, the Puritan, 
&c. &c. Would men write whole columns, 
whole series, aud never once allude to the 
wrongs of the slave, to the rights of the slave, 
to the reparation due to the slave, to the wel¬ 
fare and happiness of three millions of sla ves, 
at stake on this controversy, had they even a 
little apprehension of the wrong they them¬ 
selves have done to the slave by their long si¬ 
lence? 

This spirit of repentance would shed a 
flood of light upon all questions of plan and 
policy connected with the work of emancipa¬ 
tion. Those good ministers who are praying 
so earnestly that God would show them some¬ 
thing to do towards the overthrow of slavery 
—think you they would not find something to 
do, if they were as penitent as they ought to 
be for the flflst? Was there a case ever 
known of men truly bent on bringing forth 
“fruits meet for repentance,” who were 
obliged to spend ten or fifteen years in doing 
nothing at all but pray ing for light from heav- 
to show them what to do? 

What a spirit this would infuse into all our 

iti-slavery meetings! How kind they would 
be, how expansive, how fraternal, how un¬ 
yielding! Such meetings would he good for 
the soul. God’s presence would be felt there, 
and the promise of Christ would be realized 
there—“Lo! I am with you always!” Breth- 
w-ho are already in the work!—brethren 
of every name and creed and form!—let ns 
try it! Let us bow down before our Maker 
and confess the sins our own sins against his 
poor, and confess the sins of our fathers and 
of our countrymen against his law of impar¬ 
tial love, and see if there will not a light arise 
upon our path, so that we can walk without 
doubt and without stumbling!

considerable time before, no action was 
ad upon the subject until the 9ih inst., at 
■birth lime the House proceeded to its cottsid- 

Th8 Democrats of course did not like ihe 
Bill proposing their repeal, aud the Whigs 
we suspect liked it about as iittle; but to keep 
up appearances had to pretend less aversion 
than ihey really felt. “What shall be dona 
with the Bill?” asked the Speaker. The 
Whigs looked aghast at each other, and 
seemed to think it exceedingly unkind for the 
Speaker to put such a perplexing question. 
An awful silence pervaded their ranks, until 
a Democrat—Dr. Higgins—came to their re¬ 
lief, and proposed its indefinite postponement. 
The very thing, said they—at least in the 
language of conduct-—for if we accept the 
Bill, the Whigs of Ohio will never again find 
favor in the eyes of the South, and if we re- 
[ject it, the Buckeyes will point to the action 
vidence that our party is not ami-sla¬ 
very. Give it a genteel go-bye: postpone it 
indefinitely, and tell opr anti-slavery constitu¬ 
ents and friends, there was not sufficient time 
:o discuss its merits, and thus we shall be en¬ 
abled longer to humbug them. 

When the vote was taken, there were 40 
Whigs and 23 Democrats present. Of the 
Whigs, 25 voted for its postponement, and 
15 against it. Two Democrats, Beil and 
Brown of Seneca, voied with the minority.— 
So the Bill was indefinitely postponed by a 
of 35 to 27, while the Whigs, if they had 
en, could have adopted it by a party voto 
of 40 to 22. So ends the farce for the pres¬ 
ent session. A similar one will in all proba¬ 
bility, be enacted next year.

There is no 
a, there is no woman, who has not good 
se to say, in reference to the condition of] 
enslaved countrymen, and the disgrace 
and calamities that slavery has brought upon 
We are verily guilty concerning our 
brother, in that we saw the anguish of his 
soul, when he besought us and we would not 
hear; therefbre is this distress cotne upon 
j.” No exercise becomes such a people,but 
ipentance first—repentance towards God— 
repentance towards the cause of Liberty and 
Religion, as grievously injured by our apos- 
tacy. 

Let us then repent. Let every man repent 
for himself, and seek forgiveness of God and 
of the slave. He will then have laid a good 
foundation for his future efforts. He will 
then have consecrated himself to the work.— 
He will then become self-identified with the 
slave, and prepared to “remember them that 
are in bonds as bound with them.” He will 
then be in truth “the Slave’s Friend,” when

l worked my way for two years, in a rneasui 
alone, before 1 began extensively to associate 
others with me. By this time, a committee 
was formed, ten of whom were Friends. 1 
came to know Mr. Wilberforee. Then he 
engaged in the work, and vve began to move 
as a body. My history of the Abolitiou of 
the Slave Trade will tell you of all that took 
place till that time, relative to the adi 
rnent of the cause; and one of my manuscripts 
will inform you of our succeeding labors; and 
the second will unfold to you the history of 
the Abolition of Slavery. So that you -have 
now, in your possession, the origin and pro¬ 
gress of our endeavors in that holy (caus 
to the present, to forward which 1 have 
ten about 120 books aud pamphlets. 

I am only sorry that, in the three manu¬ 
scripts sent to you, I was obliged, so often, to 
mention my own name; but 1 could not help 
it, for I was in every department where work 
was to be done, either as a committee matt, 
or sub-committee mao, or as an author, or a 
traveller; on public as well as on private dep¬ 
utations; as an orator at public meetings, or 
as correspondent not only for England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales, but for foreign parts also. 
Indeed 1 cannot say what my employments 
were, but I was here, there, and every where, 
and every hour, as the cause required. I am 
ouly thankful that God has spared triy life, so 
as to have made me useful to our sacred 
cause, and to have lived so long as to he as¬ 
sured that there will not be wanting proper 
persons to carry it on. 

All do not possess the time which I had. I 
was never in any trade, profession or busi¬ 
ness,as many others.. All my time was my 
own—so that 1 have been at liberty for sixty- 
one years to go where I pleased to serve our 
oppressed fellow creatures. My medical at¬ 
tendants have now crippled my wings, forbid¬ 
ding tne to engage farther in public affairs, 
and to do hut little in the way of correspond¬ 
ence, and to give myself up to quiet. To this 
my family tell me 1 must submit; and I ouly 
ip my labors because, in fact, I can la- 
) longer. 1 shall be be pleased to hear 
that you have received roy last, whiefi is en¬ 
closed.

MISSIONARY CONVENTION. 

In accordance with a call issued by a Com¬ 
mittee chosen at the late meeting of the Pis¬ 
cataquis Congregational Conference, a con¬ 
vention of Congregational ministers and 
Lurches; was held at Dexter on the 10th irist. 
o consider their duty to the A. B. C. F. Mis- 
ions and the subject of Slavery in connection 
with the-American churches. 

Rev. H. llsley, preached a sermon on Mon¬ 
day evening previous. Text,—Matt. 6: 10. 
“Thy will be done.” 

The fulfillment of this prayer, it was re¬ 
marked, implied the overthrow of Intemper¬ 
ance, War, Slavery, and every other great 
evil. Arguments and motives were then pre¬ 
sented to show that Christians should pray and 
work, to establish the pure and blessed king¬ 
dom of Christ, among all mankind. 

Convention met at 10 o’clock, A. M. Rev. 
W. Parker called the meeting to order, and 
Dea. John How was chosen Moderator, and 
E. G. Carpenter, Scribe. Prayer by Rev. 
W m. S. Sewall. 

Rev. W. Parker, Rev. H. llsley, Bro. Gil¬ 
man Rider, and Bro. R. K. Packard, were 
chosen a Committee of Arrangements. 

'1 he following Resolutions and Memorial 
to the American Board were then presented, 
discussed and adopted by the Convention: 

Resolved, That the spirit of Christian Mis¬ 
sions is a vital element of onr holy religion; 
binding us to pray and labor more earnestly 
to carry out the command of Christ: “Go ye 
into all the world and preach the Gospel to 
every creature.” 

Resolved, That we recognize the Church 
of God as “the pillar and ground of the 
truth,” and, together with the Christian rninis- 
the grand instrumentality appointed 
■='" 'n all its forms, from the 


by God to driv 
earth. 

Resolved, That the grand purposes of the 
Gospel can never be accomplished by preach¬ 
ing merely against “sin iu the abstract” or 
Organic Sins, or system of sins ; but must bo 
brought to bear against specific and individ¬ 
ual sins, however common, and however sup¬ 
ported by custom or human laws. 

Resolved, That Slavery is directly oppos¬ 
ed to the genius and spirit of the Gospel; in¬ 
volving, whether attended with cruelty or 
not, a claim on the part of the Slaveholder, of 
properly in a fellow man, which, though sanc¬ 
tioned by human laws, is unjust and mon¬ 
strous; aud which, so loug as he consents to 
the relation, must be considered presumptive 
evidence egainst his Christian character, and 
muld exclude him front church fellowship, 
id much more from the pulpit. 

Resolved, That we regard the hope that 
the Gospel will remove Slavery, while the 
Gospel is so administered as to tolerate it, 
and while the Church sanctions it, as a delu- 

Resolved, That the admission of slavehold- 
s to mission churches is wrong, and neces- 
riiy involves the sauction of the sin of slave¬ 
holding by those churches; aud also the sanc¬ 
tion of the American Board with its patrons, 
t long as it sustains them in pursuing such 
course. 

Resolved, That with unmingled grief we 
see the churches of Christ in the Southern 
portions of our country occupying a position 
and pursuing a course in regard to slavery, 
which constiute one of its mightiest means of 
defence and support; thus giving the ungodly 
the greatest occasion to reproach our holy re¬ 
ligion, and putting into the hands of its ene- 
s the mightiest weapons of opposition; 
we respectfully, but earnestly, entreat 
Southern brethren no longer to maintain 
a position so unnatural and criminal. 

Resolved , That while the Gospel, if preach¬ 
ed in honesty, and in accordance with its true 
spirit and intent, must, necessarily, put an 
slavery; yet, as the Gospel has been 
sed among the Cherokee and Choctaw 
s for a quarter of a century, it does 
and can have, no tendency to put an 
it: hut on the contrary, to bring the 
church to shield, strengthen, aud support it, 
by all the sacredness of her professions and 
rites. 

Resolved, That our Missionary Boards, 
both Home and Foreign, ought carefully to 
avoid taking any course or tolerating auy in¬ 
fluence on-tlte part of their Missionaries or 
agents, which can be construed into approba¬ 
tion of Slavery or Slaveholtling; but, always 
and everywhere, when brought in contact 
with it, should decidedly discountenance and 

Resolved, That the American B. C. F. 
Missions is an agency for the spread of the 
Gospel which God has greatly blessed; and 
that its experience in the work, the great 
amount of wisdom and piety and wealth, 
which it has drawn to its aid, have given it a 
position and facilities for usefulness, which 
make it of the highest importance, that its in¬ 
fluence should be uncorrupted, continued,and 
greatly increased.

Manta Theresa, Empress Queen of Bohe¬ 
mia nnd Hungary, was the daughter of the 
Emperor Charles VI., who, losing his only 
sou, constituted her the heir of his dominions. 
She wus born in 1717, and, at the nge of nine 
teen, married Francis of Lorraine; nnd, on 
tbe dentil of her faihur, iu 1740, ascended the 
throne. No sooner bud she uttained tbut en¬ 
vied, though dangerous position, than the 
neighboring piinces invaded her dominions 
-on nil sides; and she being no longer in safe¬ 
ty at Viennu, .fled fur protection to her Hun¬ 
garian subjects. Shu assembled the Suites, 
and presenting bersell before them, with her 
infant iu tier arms, addressed them in Latin 
iu the following memorable words:—“Aban¬ 
doned by my friends, persecuted by my ene¬ 
mies, attacked by my nearest relations, I huve 
no other resource than in your fidelity, in 
your courage, and my own constancy. I 
commit to your care tile son of your king, 
who has no oilier safety than your protection.” 
At the spectacle ofthe beauty and distress of 
their young Queen, thu Hungarians, a war¬ 
like people, drew thuir swords, and exclaim¬ 
ed, ns with one voice:—“Wo will die for our 
queen, Mariti Theresa!’’ An army was as- 
aeiulded; and the queen, who had two pow¬ 
erful supporters in her rure talents, nnd the 
love of her people, recovered several impor¬ 
tant places; ilie kings of England and Sar¬ 
dinia espoused her cause; and ufter eight 
years ul war, Murin Theresa was confirmed 
in her rights by tho peace of 1748. She then 
directed her attention to repairing the evils 
which the wm hud occasioned; tha arts were 
eucuurugod, und commerce extended. Tho 
ports of Trieste and Turin were opened to 
ull nations, Leghorn extended her commerce 
to ihe Levant and the East Indies. Tho city 
of Vienna was enlarged und embellished; and 
iiiaiiufucturex of cloth, porcelain, silk, &c., 
were established in its vast suburbs. To en¬ 
courage science, the Empress erected univer¬ 
sities mill colleges throughout her dominions, 
one of which, at Vienna, hears her name,— 

8lie founded schools for drawing, sculpture, 
nnd architecture; formed public libraries ui 
Prague and luspruck, and raised magnificent 
observatories ut Viuuus, Gruiz and 1 ieimiii. 

In 1756 the torch of war was ngain kindled, 
ami was not extinguished till 1763, when the 
treaty of Huhertshorough placed 'lie iiffttirs of 
Germany on nearly '.lie hiiuik footing ns he 
fore the war. The only advantage Maria 
Theresa reaped was, electing her son Joseph 
king of thu Romans in 1764. 'The next y*ar 
•he experienced a groat domestic misfortune 
in the ln«s of her husband, to whom she had 
been tenderly attached; the mourning ahe as¬ 
sumed was never lanl aside during Iter life; 
and she loutir ed at luspruck a chapter of nuns, 
whose tiflice was to pray for the repose ofthe 
soul of this beloved husband. Vienna beheld 
her every month water wiih her teurs tile 
tomb of this prince, who, for thirty years, had 
been her support and advisor.
